The State Agrisultural Bociety in Albany have
received from Professor Wilson, of Edinburgh,
very important information in rezard to this
terrible disosse, and with the reports made by
him and others, colored drawings and illustra.
1tons which show the whole E“’fm“ of the
disense from the first attack to the death of the
animal, Theso drawings and the reports made
upon them are invaluable, and put this conutry
in possession of all the information secured
abroad after the labor of months, FProlessor
Wilson reports the disense ns wholly incurable,
nnd adds that in view or tts dangers and ravages
the authoritics have prohiblted the importation
of all cattle from abroad, wnd ordered the killing
ol all animals whieh shall not recover in thres
weeks after theitr et attack, ss the rapid
spread o1 the disease during this time 15 sure
to result in deuth., Thoy have also demandoed
the sepuration of all disensed animala from
those which me healthy, Notwithstanding
the rapid epread of this disease and its
virulence, Professor Wilson  states in  his
latter to the Seeretary of the State Agrionltural
Sociely, that io two cuxses out of three whick
have fullen under his observation, by earelful
nursing, and ne other mede ol doctoring, the
animals recovered—which i= very important in-
formation. In Wales none of tae cattla have
been artacked, and few or none in Scotland,
The disense known as Plewromonia, which at-
tacked cattle in the United States some years
since, Is under complete medical control, and is
altogether diflerent frem (he Rinderpest, though
o predisposing caunse tojit, The illustrations fur-
wished by Pret. Wilson show that ‘he discase s
quite a new one, in many of its features, If
gUod nursing can cure it why may not proper
care be tuken to prevent its lntreduction among
us, The whole subiect is one of imwmense im-
portance, and not alone to wll eattle raisers, buy
to ull cousumers of cattle,—New York Egpress,

What it Costs to Govern England—Her
Armuy and Navy.

The civil scrvice, army and navy estimates
for the coming year, now belore the British Par-
hament, amount to £32,485,163, or $162,415,765,
divided ns follows:—Civil service, £X,000,000;
ayny, £14,005,000: navy, L£10,858,153, Bome ot
the iteme of these aceourits are iuteresilng,

The palaces cost £40,000, and £00,000 more go
for the sdornment ol the royal parks, Filty
thousand pounds are set apart for the erection
of & building to contain the natural history col-
lections of the British Museum, snd a similar
amount for the purchase of a site for the en-
largement of the National Gallery. The *‘Poor
Law Commissions” ol England, Ireland, and
Scotland entall an expense of £242,600; and the
“Secret Serviee” demands £31,000, Printing
and stationery cost £257,000, and the postage of
letters on the public serviog in the departmoents
is £108,000, LEdueation costs £1,300,000, and the
vumber of scholars 18 estimated at a milllon,
The Colonial rulers receive £100,000, and nearly
£560,000 go tor the support aud convevance of
captured negroes and lberated Africans, and
the sularies ol the Mixed Commisslon established
under treaties with toreign powers for suppress-
ing the traflic in slaves, besides the cxpense in-
curred in waintawing ships for this purpose.

The urmny consists of 138,117 men of all ranks,
divaded as follows:—Regiments, 128,212; depots
in the United Kingdom of regiments in Indin,
8088; general staff, p3: estnblishments, 518; edu-
cational establishments, 281, Of the total, 71560
are officers; 13,454 mon-commisslioned officers,
and 117,518 rank snd file, The military service
In Canads costs £008,000; In Nova Bcotia,
£193,000,

The navy comprizes 785 vessols of all classes,
of which only 108 ure in commiscion, carryin
2036 guns, Bixteen ships earcy from 70 to 10
gung each; snd the iron-clad fleet numbers
eleven veseols, carrying 210 guns, 28 war ves-
sels are bullding; one of which is an iron-clad.
Both the ageregate of naval vessels and of
commissioned ships 15 less tban those of last

year, _

The British nuvy ¢ostsa more than the Ameri
can, according to the respective estumates for
the year 18606-7. The former is kept up st o cost
of §50,000,000; the latter for $43,000,000, The
cost of the British navy is ubout double that of
our present establishment, the fdgures Leng na
follows:—DBritigh, $70,000,000; American, $30,-
000,000,
